We N. Lucas, H, Marſhall, Fer. Hearn, John Blendal}, Francis 
Pryor, Sam, Trahern, and Hen, Feaſt were ſentenced for cranſporta- 
tion the 1 3. of the ſixth month 1664. And in order to the execution 
of that ſentence the Sheriff gave William Edmonds Goaler of Harte 
ford (as he the ſaid Goaler athrmed ) power to creat with ſome Ship- 
maſter for that our tranſportation, which he accordingly did with one 
Thomas May, Miſter of the Ship called the Arne of Londen , and a» 
oreed with bim for five pound a head to the Barbadoes, and fix pound 
to F.maica (which were the ewo places , to which the ſentence ap=- 
Pointe us tobe banithed) wirhal celling him chat we were free men, * 
and fix of us would carry goods with us, &s. 

In order hereunto,ths firſt day of che ſeventh month,the ſaid Goaler 
brought us up to Lowdon, and put us into the Bull Inne in Biſhops-gate 
ſtreer, and in leſs than halt in hours ſpace the ſaid Thoyas May came 
inco us { the Goaler being with him , and asked us whether we were 
willing to goto ſea for the Ba badoes and Jamaica? We anſwered 
him with one conſent we were not willing, but were forced for con- 
ſcience ſake, by verrue of the late Act g Then ſaid he, I will carry no 
man againſt his will, withall lng Goaler (then preſent) _— 
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2 
had told him that we were all free men, and would alſo carry Goods 
with us, &'c, Well, well, ſaid the Goaler, I know my bargain, and ſo 
preſently boch departed from us, leaving an under Goaler co keep us 
faſt locked up in a room. | 

The next day in the morning, being the ſecond day of che month 
aforeſaid , we were brought our of the Inze, and pur into two Coaches 
by che order of the Goaler, and were carried down to Brllmgs-gate, 
and hurried tnto Boats, and rowed to the Ship fide, when we were 
come thicher, the Goalzr asked for the Miſter Thomas ay , his Mate 
anſwere, he was nor a Board, then he asked for the Boatſwaine who 
was nor aboard neither, ſaid he chen to che Mate , have you not order 
cotake in ſeven paſſengers ? the Mate anſwered he had ocder nor to 
take them in, The Goiler asked from whom he had chat Order ? the 
Mare ſ11d, from the M:t:r, who ſaid che Goaler had you order not to 
rake in ? rhe Mace anſwered, the Quakers. 

Then the Goaler was in a great rage, and brought us back again,and 
wiſh:d that he wer? rid of us,but one of ws told him,he wou'ld nat be cleer 
of us in this world,nor in that to come, except he repented; then he 
Carried us to the dark houſe neer Bi/lings-gare, and locked us up ina 
room there that day, ſetting his two men to be our _—_— relling us 
h2 muſt go to his Lord Chief Juſtice,ro know waar he ſhould do wich 
us: Healſo went tothe Kings Secretary, and ſwore that he contract- 
ed with the ſaid Thomas My for us as convicted perſons, by the late 
AQt, and had acquainted the Maſter fully what we were , whereupon 
Thomas May was ſent for by the Kings Order, Who went , taking two 
witneſſes with him to prove that he contrafted with William Edmonds 
(not knowing be was a Goaler, but thinking he had been a Mercham) 
to carry ſever men that were free, and willing to go. But the Secre» 
tary told him, Oath was given in for the King, and thac his witneſſes * 
would do him no good. Ar night the Goaler rerurned to us, and puts 
ring tis. into rwo Coaches, carried us back to the Byl/ Inne in Brſbops- 
oate ſtreet again , and locked us up 1n a room , ſaying, he had order 
that none ſhould come at us. 

There we were keprt cloſe Priſoners, many of our Friends being dz» 


 nied ſo much as toſee or ſpeakto us, one of our friends alſo was much 


abuſed by rhe Goaler , becauſe he earneſtly defired toſee us; here we 
continued till the fourteenth day, on which day William Edmonds, the 
Goaler came tous, and told us we muſt go aboard, One of us _ 
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him if he had an Order > he aniwered he had order from the 
Sheriff , Fur being azked ro ſee it, he ſaid ic was a private order , and 


chat che Shzriff woul4 come himſelf alſo, but rh2 Sheriff came nor, 4 


then he brought us our, and pur us into two Coaches , carrying us in 
oreat halt down to Rarcleff, bur driving the privareſt and fartheſt way 
abour, thi people might not meer, nor follow us to take notice that 
we were bamiſhed for conſcience ſake; (as they did when we were car- 
ried from th Bull Inne to Bullings-gite) Yet ſome of our friends 
hearing of our being carried away, bired-Coaches and followed to ſee 
what would bzcome of us, At which the Goalers were angry , . and 
threatned to Piſtol and cur the Coach-men if they followed ſo cloſe ; 
and as ſoon as we were brought ro Ratchff, men (which he had pros 
vided ) ſtood ready to drag us into 2houſe (much like to one called 
a ſpirits houſe) and broughr us incoa-private roome, and kept us there 
about half an hour, nor ſiff:ring our wives, children or friends ro come 
atus. Afcerwards they cauſed us ro go down into a dark Cellar , 
from whence they forced us down a Ladder inco Bous +. Which the _. 
Goaler had alſo provided,and from thence rowing us away to the-Ship | 
and compelled 1s aboard- 

The Maſter, Thomas Hay being not aboard, Edward Maning 
(whoſe horrid lies and wickedneſs we (hall make manifeſt in this true, 
ſhort, and faichful Relation ) probably by the appoinrmehr of the 
Goaler then aboard received us , and diſcharged the Goaler of us , 
though he had noching to do to undertake the charge: of us, or (0 to- 
concern himſelf with us. The (aid Aaning would alſo at the ſame time 
have given us leave to have gone a {hoare again, but we being informed 
by che Sermen, that Manng had nocommand in, nor, nothing to do 
with che Ship that they knew of, we did nor, nor would not accept of 
his offzred deceitful kindneſſz; but ſoon afcer the M:Rer coming a« 
board, ſ:emed much diſconrented thar we w2r2 brougat into his (hip, 
and ſaid, thar if this Edmonds h1l not perfidiouſly {worn falſly,he had- 
nt been thus troubled. And commanding us our of his Ship again, he 
bid us go home , giving us alſo a Certiacate under his hand to ſecure: 
usfrom any trouble a ſho1re, in this ſo!lowing form,

But we were ſo far from flying from our holy cauſe, or being at 
all weary, afraid or unable co endure tribulation, paſlz through the 
fire, or ſing in the ſtocks , as thar wretched Author world infinuate 
in page 15. that ſeveral of us did nor find freedom in our Spirits co 
g0 at Thomas May's command. though real Maſter., whereupon he 
forced us our, and tumbled our Goods our of the Ship into the Boary 
himſelf helping to row che Boat a ſhoare, where we were at liberty as 
we judged, according to the Certificate, in which time we went to 
viſic our wives, children, friends 2rd relations, (being not ſ:cured in 
houſes on Tower hiil , as is falfly ſaid in the fixch page of that lying 
Pamphler) neither did Samzel Trahberne make any flip or eſcape as 
is falſly ſuggeſted, bur w2nc to ſee his aged Farner and Mornher once 
more with 1ntentions to return ag2ing according to the contents of 
the ſaid Certificate » and whereas that lying author ſaith, that in op» 
poſition to the Magiſtrates and Otficers of thz Town, he rode about 
like another Nayler, giving God thanks that hz was delivered rs of 
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their hands, and that now they haa done their worſt , and that when - 
Francis Butler, called Juſtice, ſen: for him by his man to come ro 
him, he replyed , if Francis Batley had any thing to ſay to him, he 
(ſhould come himſe1f,all which is exceeding falſe,and a very forged lie z 
for he came all the way from Lond-» on foot, and ſo went through the 
Town to his parents houſe, being three miles from Hereford, and care 
not upon a horſes back till Francis Butler came into his Fathers houſe 
and laid violent hands on him, carrying him to his own houſe, and 
from thence commitred him as a fugitive and Fellon to the County 
Goale, cauſing himrco be ſer on horſe-back, and his legs to be ryed 
under the horſes belly, and with a guard of four men brovght him in 
that manner, and delivered him tothe Goaler ; where he remained 
Priſoner 17. daies, through or by reaſon of ſome blood thirſty men in 
power, who exerciſe gteater cruelty then the greateſt ſeverity the late 
Actrequires. ; 

Bur as in this caſe, ſo in all the proceeds againſt us fince the late 
AR came in force, we have been unjuſtly dealc withal, matter of F:& 
according to the expreſie reaſon and Letter of the late Act, being ne» 
ver proved again us, as hath been already publiſhed. 

Samnel Trabern was after ſev2nteen daies impriſonment releaſed 
by information and requeſt from Thomas May , Maſter of the Ship 
ſhewing to the Magiſtrates of Hertford that he gave him lerve , &c. 
alrhough we do nor deny that Edward Maning officiouſly went down 
to Hertford, even intruding himſelf upon vs, we being paſſive in- 
that matter otherwiſe then bearing his charges. 

on the 


firſt day of the eighth month we were by the Maſter, Thowas May, 
commanded aboard , and when we were in the Ship they weighed 
Anchor, and ſer ſaile, and ſailed neer tothe red houſe at Deprford;bur- 
mark and behold the hand of theLord,the wind on a ſudden broughe-the 
Ship back again to Lime-houſe, where caſting Anchor they loſt Cable 
and Anchor both for the preſent, the Maſter beivg ſtruck down with 
the end of the Cable, and his ſhirt torn cf his arm, but was not much 
hurt : The Ship alſo mas very like ro run a ſhoare , but by caſting our- 
another Anchor, it was prevented, then Thomas May ordered us to 
g0a ſhoare again. 

Upon the fixth day of the ſame month we were again commanded 


- aboard , and they having a faire winde and ryde (which carried = 
IPs: 
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®” Ships by us) weighed ge ſpread the Sayles, but they could 
þ © no: ger the Ship far from the place 3 for although they lard forth all 
” the endeavours that men could, yet com'd they not ger the Ship to ſaile , 
at which the Seamen were troubled, and ſaid they (hold not go ous of En- 
oland as long as theſe men (meaning us) were aboard, 

Alſo one of them nor regarding nor perceiving the hand of the 
Lord, ſaid they were bewirched, ſothey c:{t Anchor again, being not 
able ro move ſcorce a Rtones'coit from the place they b-d weighed An- 
chor, Although many other ſhips with the ſame TUinde , 
Tyde,and Time ſailed by us quite away down the River.

Ship, and ſo we were pur to ſhoare again+ + |

the fifth time; and they once more weighed Anchor,and ſer their ſails,

On the twelfth day we were ordered by a Meſſenger in the name 
of the Maſter, Thimas May, to come down with our things after the 
Ship, ſo we immediately according to this verbal Order, pretended 
to be from Thomas May, took boats, and went down 10 the Stip > 
and put our things aboard, telling the Mate and Szamen ( who were 
unwilling to receive us or our goods) that we Were crdered in che 
name of the Maſter, Thomas May, to come and bring our things aboard,
